ENGLISH RAILROADING. 


Small Number of Passengers Killed During 
Last Year. 

The official summary of the accidents 
and casualties which occurred in 1891 
upon the railroads of the United King- 
dom has just been issued by the board 
of trade. From this it appears that of 
800,000,000 passengers carried during 
the year only five were killed in acci- 
dents, the smallest actual number and 
proportion recorded since 1873, when 
six were killed. The number of pas- 
sengers injured in accidents during the 
year was $75. 

Of men employed by the railway com- 
panies 12 were killed and 153 injured in 
accidents, a much higher proportion. 

The list of passengers killed and in- 


cidents) is much heavier, including 95 
dead, 737 injured. Of these 16 were 
killed by falling between carriages and 
platforms, 14 by falling on the plat- 
forms or the line, and 15 by falling out 
of carriages during the traveling of 
trains. Crossing the line at stations 
was fatal to 23, and 98 were injured by 
the closing of carriage doors, 

Causes other than train accidents 
killed no fewer than 537 of the servants 
of companies or contractors, while 
more than 3,000 were injured. The 
greatest loss of life occurred among the 
men who were walking, crossing or 
standing in the line of duty. The 
deaths from these causes were 146, 
while 115 were killed while walking on 
the permanent way or in sidings. 
Shunting operations killed 94. Forty- 
two lost their lives while walking on 
the line.

- iColts need somethihg besides “*winter- 


itg.” They must be grown and trained. | the fhighest 
They need grain food of different kinds | 


and in varying quantities, and 
ought to become accustomed to 
halter and become accustomed to being 
handled. About the best way is to train 
the colts tothe halter at weaning time, 
or before, and tie them in a comfortable 
stsble every night rezularls until they are 
‘uirned out to grass next spring. This 
takes time and a little extra trouble, but 
it certainly pays if a man is raising de- 
cent grade colts. The scarcity of labor 
in the west makes one leok askance at: 
deirg anything that does nat 
| have to be done. Well, labor is scagce 
| dveing the working season, but if the 
' truth were known I think 1¢ would be 
| found that more labor goes to waste in 
| the west during the winter than in any 
_ section in the country. 
The colt does not need especially warm 
' shelter. He cares more fer comfort than 
warmth. The stable or shed ought to 
have a good roof which will not leak and 
| allow water to drip through, and tight 
sides in which there sre no cracks to 
admit draughts of cold air. The doors 
; Shculd be hung so that they clear the 
| ground and shut tightly. How quickly 
| @ msn will growl if some leaves the 
door open and a bit of cold air strikes 
his back for a moment or two, yet he 
leaves the door of the colt stable two 
inches ajar during some of the coldest 
winter nights because he is too lazy to 
jclean away the snow or frozen mud 
| from the bettom of it. The colt’s halter 
| ought to be of good leather and made to 
| fithim. The halter strap ought to be so 
strong that there will be no danger of it 
being broken. _ A halter-breaking horse 
is unsafe, and if the vice is once con- 
| tracted it usually remains through life. 

Of whatever material the floor of the 
stable be made it ought to be dry and 
kept constantly covered with a thi¢k 
layer of straw. We talk of the doctrine 
of good breeding and good feeding. We 
| would do well to also preach and practice 
| the doctrine of good shedding and good 
| bedding. Nothing contributes more to 
| an animals comfort than a soft, dry bed, 
| but I doubt if chere are many things we 

are slower in providing. 

However comfortable the shelter, there 
are few days during the winter when a 
strong, healthy weaning colt needs it. 

| From four or fivein the evening until 
| the sun isan hour or two high in the 
| morning he is the better for being under 
the roof nibbling hay or sleeping, but 
unless the day be stormy or unusually 
cold it does him good to gather his food 
out of doors. Theorists tell ue how food 
is saved by keeping the colts in a warm 
conserving the animal heat. 

That is all right with cattle and hogs. 
We raise them for meat. But with colts 
we want muscle and fiesh, and the the- 
ory and the colt raised according to it 
are both unsound. If the colts are fed 
their grain ration at once on being taken 
to the stable they wi'l usually eome up 
tothe gate at the proper time every 
evening, especially if running in pasture 
im which there are no other horses. If 
they do not come up of their own accord 
they should be brought up. Some mild 
evening when the colts are at the farther 
end of the pasture and the other work is 
late one is tempted to let them remain. 
That brings on coughs hnd colds and dis- 
temper, and growth is lost for want of 
regularity in feeding. I knew «man 
once who was feeding quite a herd of 
pigs, and about one evening in the week 
be would skip » feed; the poor fellow 
actually thought he was richer by just 
that much grain. It does not work that 

| way. Regular systematic feeding and 
| care make thrifty animals. _Irregularity
